It will be if the experiments of 
Dr. John E. Summers of Omaha,! 
Neb., are 
sufficiently

and successful as to convince the 
scientific 
world 
that 
“artificial 
blood” injections are_ more effica­ 
cious. 
This method, too, is not a new 
one. 
Dr. Summers first observed 
its use in Indo China where 
the 
natives 
employ 
vegetable 
fruit 
juices in large quantities to inject 
into the veins of those debilitated 
by disease and injuries. 
The American physician 
taking 
his cue from this, 
began 
making 
experiments of his own on his re­ 
turn home. 
After noticing the similarity of 
reaction between the hemoglobin 
the red substance of blood, 
and 
chlorophyl, which is the green sub­ 
stance of plants, the doctor 
be­ 
came convinced that certain vege­ 
table juices injected into patients 
was not only a sound method, but 
one so easy of application 
as 
to 
make it preferable to actual blood 
transfusion. 
Experiments lof .this character 
have been successful on pigs that 
had lost a large quanity of blood, 
on a race horse that had been ser­ 
iously injured and 
was thought 
to be dying, and a prompt recov­ 
ery was made in all the cases. 
Vegetable juice were 
then 
in­ 
jected into the veins of three wo­ 
men who were suffering with can­ 
cer, each of them too weak to un­ 
dergo an operation for their re­ 
moval, with the result that almost 
at orce 
they 
gained 
sufficient 
strength to withstand the opera­ 
tions, which were then successfully 
undertaken. 
The principle is that 
the artificial blood acts as the or­ 
ganic blood does and has the ef­ 
fects. Several hundred other cases 
are collected and reported by Dr. 
Summers where human lives have 
been saved by this method, which 
is described as being superior 
in 
many ways to blood transfusion. 
It does away with the necessity 
of having only pure blood and that 
of the same group, which involves 
delay and 
uncertainty, 
whereas 
keeping on hand a constant supply 
of the vegetable juices 
not only 
saves time, so important to weak-j 
ened patients, but obviates all the 
other difficulties attendant 
upon 
blood transfusion.

HENRY LEWIS AND HIS 
PANORAMA 


St. Louis had become used to many 
great things during those 
years 
of the “ Fabulous Forties,” but it 
had seen few objects as astound­ 
ing as that mommoth 
panorama 
painted by Henry Lewis, 
a man 
whom 
Missourians 
knew 
as 
a 
carpenter in a 
St. 
Louis 
opera 
house. 
Even today a painting ap­ 
proximately 
three-quarters of 
a 
mile long would be a novelty, so it 
is not surprising that St. Louisians 
of 1849 were somewhat astounded; 
It was on September 1, 1849, just 
eighty-four years ago this week, 
that Henry Lewis’ “Mammoth Pan­ 
orama of the 
Mississippi River” 
was first submitted publicly to the 
wondering gaze of St. Louis. Con­ 
cert Hall at 56 Market Street was 
engaged and there every night at 


in 1819, and emigrated 
to 
the 
United States in 1836, coming out 
to St. Louis that year looking for 
work at his trade of mechanic and 
carpenter. 
He was employed in a 
St. Louis opera house as a stage 
carpenter for several years, 
and 
it was about this time that he be­ 
gan to paint. 
It is possible that Henry Lewis 
was the first man to think of the 
earned idea of painting a great panorama 
that would show the outstanding 
scenes along the Mississippi Valley, 
but a man named John Banvard, 
whom Henry Lewis probably knew 
was the first to actually complete 
such a painting. Banvard exhibited 
his work in America and in Europe 
and wsa making a fortune l?y the 
time Lewis 
completed his pano­ 
rama. 
During two summers before 1848, 
Lewis explored the Upper Missis 
sippi River, and in the winter cam 
Louis to work in 
the 
theatre. In 1848 he began actively 
to sketch the river, and in Septem­ 
ber began the actual painting whicn 
was not completed until the 
next 
year. The painting was done most 
ly at Cincinnati, Ohio, and some at 
St. Louis. 
Lewis himself brought 
the painting to St. Louis on Aug. 
27, 1849, where he was greeted as 
a celebrity. 
From St. Louis the artist 
took 
his monster painting to exhibit it 
in the larger cities of America. At 
Washington, D. C., it was viewed 
by the president, Zachary Taylor, 
and other prominent persons, but 
the artist soon left America with 
the panorama 
to exhibit 
it 
in 
Europe. It happened that he never 
returned again to America. 
A fter showing the panorama in 
England, Lewis took it to Germany, 
and about this time 
decided 
to 
study art, being until then a self­ 
instructed 
artist. 
He 
therefore 
located at Düsseldorf, Germany, in 
the year 1851, where he 
studied 
art, married an English 
woman, 
and settled permanently. It is very 
probable that at Düsseldorf, Lewis 
met and knew the two great Mis­ 
souri artists. George Caleb Bing­ 
ham, and Carl Wimar, both of whom 
studied there. 
In the 1850’s, Lewis published a 
book called

sissippithal which contained scenes

Crashing through the half burn­ 
ed Platte River bridge, a train of 
i the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail­ 
road on the night of 
September 
3, 1861, carried approximately 
a 
*core of persons to their 
death 
and injured dozens of others. The 
event was but one of a long series 
of guerilla o u trag es that 
swept 
Missouri during the Civil war, and 
! brought the horrors of warfare in­ 
to the daily lives of Missourians. 
It was about 11:16 on that night, 
seventy-two years ago this week, 
that the west-bound train carrying 
a load of mail for California, and 
about 100 passengers, approached 
(the bridge over the Platte River in 
Buchanan county. 
The train ran 
onto the bridge at its usual speed. 
A moment later timbers began to 
rrack and break and suddenly the 
locomotive and tender crashed in­ 
to the stream twenty feet below, 
turning completely over. 
In qui’k 
succession the freight 
car, 
the 
baggage car, and then two pas­ 
senger cars piled onto the wreck­ 
ed engine, and in a 
moment 
the 
entire train was a mass of wreck­ 
age, and the passengers dead 
or 
injured. 
Roving guerillas had set fire to 
the bridge, but the fire had gone 
out leaving it half-burned. By the 
time the train arrived, the bridge 
was a m ere shell of a 
structure, 
nothing more than a death 
trap. 
There wa< even no blaze to w arn 
the engineer of the danger. 
Of 
all the persons on the train, only 
three were able to offer assistance 
to the wounded after the accident. 
Abe Hager, baggage m aster 
on 
the wrecked train, was one of 
the 
three able to assist the others. 
He 
immediately set out through 
the 
night for St. Joseph, nine or 
ten 
miles away, to bring help. 
At one 
place he found ties 
on the 
rails, 
and at another place a trestle was 
burning. 
P art of his journey was 
made 
on 
a 
handcar. 
At 
St. 
Joseph, George H. Davis, 
train ­ 
m aster, organized a wrecking crew 
and medical staff, and took charge 
of a train sent to rescue the victims 
at Platte River. 
The disasterous wreck 
created 
a furor throughout Missouri which 
was reechoed in 
the New 
York 
newspapers. 
B ut in the heat 
of 
Civil 
War, 
other 
events 
soon 
crowded into the news of succeed­ 
ing days. 
A t Lexington, Missouri, 
a few days 
later, 
th e 
Federal 
troops were defeated by Missouri 
State troops. 
Soon the newspaper 
reports of guerilla operations be­ 
came common. 
The Missouri railroads, held al­ 
most entirely from the 
first 
by 
Union men, were special 
objects 
of attack, both by regular southern 
troops and by bands of guerillas. 
So persistent were these attacks 
on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph 
Railroad 
that 
the 
government 
erected 
thirteen 
blockhouses 
at 
im portant bridge crossings in 
the state and garrisoned them with 
Federal soldiers. 
Even then ser­ 


vice was occasionally interrupted. 
The last of these thirteen block­ 
houses, a bullet scarred structuie 
, ar the bridge over the Chariton 
river in Macon ootirfy, was des­ 
troyed by lire in October, 1899. 
The Hannibal and 
St. 
Joseph 
Railroad^ now the Chicago, Burl­ 
ington and Quincy, was completed 
in 1869, the first railroad 
across 
‘he state. 
Over it went the Cali­ 
fornia mails, and at the western 
terminus in St. Joseph, the Pony 
Express riders picked up the fast 
• nnil for California. 
Being 
con­ 
trolled by men of Northern senti­ 
ment, the railroad became a vital 
factor in tying the west w'ith the 
Federal Union when the Civil War 
came. 
It was not only a means of 
communication, but it served 
to 
transport Federal troops and arm y 
supplies. 
The Hannibal 
and 
St. 
Joseph 
men of Civil W ar 
days 
earned 
their pay, which in 
the case en­ 
gineers and firemen, was $2.60 and 
$1.75 a day. 
All train crews went 
armed, and afte r 
working 
hours 
they were 
given 
military 
drill. 
Engine cabs had sheets of boiler 
iron bolted to their sides to de­ 
flect 
bullets 
fired by 
concealed 
guerillas who often fired on 
the 
trains. 
Danger of accidents caus­ 
ed by the burning of bridges was 
always present. 
One engineer on 
the 
railroad 
bad an experience at the 
Platte 
bridge some time after the wreck 
of Septem ber 3, 1861, which prov­ 
ed to him th at railroading during 
the Civil W ar was far from being 
a safe occupation. 
After racing 
his train through flames that en­ 
veloped 
the burning 
bridge 
at 
Platte river, and running a g au n t­ 
let of heavy fire from 
concealed 
guerillas, he brought 
his 
train 
safely into St. Joseph, 
resigned 
his position and enlisted 
in 
the 
Federal A im y, “to secure 
peace 
and quiet.” 


HENRY LEW IS AND HIS 
PANORAMA 


St. Louis had become used to many 
great things during 
those 
years 
of the “ Fabulous Forties,” but it 
had seen few objects as astound­ 
ing as that mommoth 
panorama 
painted by Henry Lewis, 
a man 
whom 
M issourians 
knew as 
a 
carpenter in a 
St. 
Louis opera 
house. 
Even today a painting ap­ 
proxim ately 
three-quarters of 
a 
mile long would be a novelty, so it 
is not surprising th at St. Louisians 
of 1849 were somewhat astounded. 
It was on September 1, 1849, just 
eighty-four years ago this week, 
that Henry Lewis’ “ Mammoth Pan­ 
oram a of the 
Mississippi River” 
was first submitted publicly to the 
wondering gaze of St. Louis. 
Con­ 
cert Hall at 56 Market Street was 
engaged and there every night ai 
seven thirty, and 
sometimes 
at 
matinees, the panoram a was shown 
during exhibitions th at lasted for 
two hours. 
Admission was fifty 
cent for adult, and half price for 
children. 
The panorama itself was a greet

United States in 1836, coming out 
to St. Louis that year looking for 
work at his trade of mechanic and 
carpenter. 
He was employed in a! 
St. Louis opera house as a stag e' 
carpenter for several years, 
and 
it was about this time that he be­ 
gan to paint. 
It is possible that Henry Lewis i 
was the first man to think of the j 
idea of painting a great panoram a 
that would show the outstanding! 
scenes along the Mississippi Valley, I 
but a man named John Banvard, 
whom Henry Lewis probably knew, 
was the Hist to actually complete 
such a painting, Banvard exhibited 
his work in America and in Europe, 
and wsa making a fortune (?y 
the 
time 
Lewis 
completed his pano­ 
rama. 
During two summers before 1848, 
Lewis explored the U pper Missis­ 
sippi River, and in the w inter cam • 
back to St. Ixjuis to work in 
the 
theatre. 
In 1848 he began actively 
to sketch the river, and in Septem ­ 
ber began the actual painting whicn 
was not completed until the 
next 
vear. The painting was done m ost­ 
ly at Cincinnati, Ohio, and some at 
St. Louis. 
Lewis himself brought 
the painting to St. Louis on Aug. 
27, 1849, where he was greeted as 
a celebrity. 
From St. Louis the artist 
took 
his monster painting to exhibit it 
in the larger cities of America. 
At 
Washington, D. C., it was viewed 
by the president, Zachary Taylor, 
and other prominent persons, 
but 
the artist soon left America with 
the panoram a 
to 
exhibit 
it 
in 
Europe. 
It happened th a t he never 
returned again to America. 
A fter showing the panorama in 
England, Lewis took it to Germany, 
and about this time 
decided 
to 
study art, being until then a self­ 
instructed 
artist. 
He 
therefore 
located at Düsseldorf, Germany, in 
the year 1851, where he 
studied 
art, married an English 
w om ar, 
and settled permanently. 
It is very 
probable th at at Düsseldorf, Lewis 
met and knew the two great Mis­ 
souri artists. George Caleb Bing­ 
ham, and Carl Wimar, both of whom 
studied there. 
In the 1850’s, L^ .vis published a 
book called 
Das 
Illustrirte Mis­ 
sissippi) hal which contained scenes 
based on 
his 
panoram a. 
This 
book was intended to help Germans 
who were m ig ratin g to the United 
States, but as the publishers failed, 
very few copies were ever issued. | 
Less than 20 copies of the original 
are known to exist in America, but 
in 1923 a reprint was made, saving 
Lewis from com parative obscurity 
in this country. 
The 
work 
has 
plates 
of 
Hannibal. 
Louisiana, 
Clarksville, 
the 
mouth 
of 
the 
Missouri river, 
St. Louis, 
Caron- 
delet, Herculaneum and New Mad­ 
rid in Missouri. 
The fate of the famous 
pano­ 
ram a is a m ystery, although the 
Lewis family has a tradition 
that 
it was purchased by an English­ 
man and taken to India. 
Lewis 
himself never returned to America, 
but he held several American con­ 
sular positions at Düsseldorf, 
and 
for a time 
was 
American 
vice- 
consul there. 
Lewis had no child- 
I ren, and died in 1904.

In fact it has 
proved 
itself the most versatile of

products for infinite uses. It pro­ 
vides seme of the best of fertilizer.
